In the Ghancery Division yesterday, before 
the Master of the Rolls, the bai was cogn: 
menced of the action of Thomas “Sy Wilson, 
of Woodhouse street, Portadown, carpenter, v. 
F. J. and J. B. Best, Ltd., Richhill, money- 
lenders, and Samuel Wilson, of Drumrush, Co.

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MYTHOLOGY, 


Mr. Lewis Spence defines myth as “an 
account of the deeds of a god or super- 
natural being, usually expressed in terms 
of primitive thought. It is an attempt to 
explain the relations of man to the uni- 
verse , . s Or it may have arisen to 
explain the existence of some so 
organisation, a custom, or the peculiari- 
ties of an environment.” Nearly all 
peoples and tribes possess a body of 
myths, and there is often a striking 
rosemblance between the myths of races 
which are widely separated in space and 
time. Such resemblances might be held 
to point to a common origin in remote 
antiquity ; but they are more probably due 
to the fundamentally similar workings of 
the human mind in its invention of the 
causes of natural phenomena. Many 
myths undoubtedly are connected with 
such phenomena. Primitive man sought 
the cause of the rising and setting of the 
sun, the change of the seasons, storm, 
thunder, earthquake, pestilence, the fer- 
tility or failure of his crops, and such 
like. He invented gods or godlike beings 
to account for the things that happened 
about him, often so mysteriously. 

Some myths probably have historical basis, 
and so long ago as the fourth century, 
B.C., Euhemerus of Macedonia propounded 
the theory that there is a historical 
source for most, if not all, myths. He 
considered that the gods were great men 
deified by later generations. Even Zeus, 
he declared, was a historical person, whose 
tomb was extant in Crete. This theory, 
known now as “Euhemerism,”’ has an 
element of truth in it. The names and 
tombs of heroes and saints are soon en- 
crusted with legendary tales. Another 
source of myth may be found in rites and 
ceremonies whose significance has been 
lost. In this case the myth is an at- 
tempted explanation of the origin of the 
rite. Again, poetic fancy and the allegoris- 
ing mind have had not a little to do with 
myth-making; but this applies only to 
myth in its literary and later stage of 
development. 

Myth usually appears in close associa- 
tion with religion ; but we are inclined to 
the view that it is an older product of 
the human mind. Yet there is ground 
for believing that with the development 
of religious ideas and their purification 
the myths of the gods became modified 
and in many cases lost their early crude 
and savage characteristics. Remnants of 
mythical beliefs still are embedded in 
the Old Testament—for example, in the 
belief in Azazel, the spirit of the wilder- 
ness, to whom the goat Jaden with the 
sins of the people was sent; in Lilith the 
night-hag who sucked the blood of her 
sleeping victims ; in the use of the ephod, 
the reverence paid to the ark, the doctrine 
of the under-world, and the like. The 
popular religion of the Hebrews in the 
pre-prophetic period included, in fact, ele- 
ments not unlike the worship of demons 
and had not a little in common with 
Semitic paganism. Gradually purer and 
more spiritudl conceptions of God and of 
the ethica] character required of His 
worshippers gained ground and culminated 
in the teaching of the great prophets, It 
is their teaching which has given the Old 
Testament its character as the literature 
of a people, monotheistic, ethical, and 
spiritual in their religion, and has sub- 
merged or transformed the older mythical 
beliefs and cult. 

Mr. Spence s introduction to mythology 
is a learned and laborious work. It deals 
with such topics as “The evolution of 
the gods,” “ The various types of deity,’’ 
“The various classes of myth,’’ “Cos- 
mogony, “Paradise and the place of 
punishment,” “ The sources of myth,”’ 
and “The great mythic systems of the 
world.” “These are subjects in which 
many people take a lively interest, some 
of them out of a purely scientific curiosity, 
und some in the desire, thtough the study 
of comparative mythology and religion, to 
ascertain what man must believe concern- 
ing God. We confess that we do not 
think these latter will gain much from 
mythological research. It is difficult for 
the modern mind to treat with much 
respect myths which are in most cases 
palpably childish, absurd, or immoral. 
At the same time it is instructive to note 
them as efforts of the mind of man to 
explain the world and himself and to 
search: after God.

PAST AND PRESENT. 

There is no need at this time of day 
to commend the work of so important a 
thinker and so graceful a writer as Bene- 
detto Croce. We have, however, to search 
in many directions in order to note his 
attitude to history. Of course, much of 
the work of Croce concerns itself with 
esthetic. In his last book we are deal- 
ing \largely with history, and when we 
finished it we took down from our shelves 
an older work of the writer which set 
forth the philosophy of Giambattista Vico. 
Vico is an Italian historian of the highest 
eminence, and it is entirely fitting that 
another writer of eminence like Croce 
should analyse his merits. 

In the present book Croce deals exten- 
sively with the literary form which history 
assumes. It is indispensable for the 
understanding of the book to grasp the 
author's conception of history. We 
ordinarily conceive of it as a record of 
the past, and the past is, of course, con- 
ceived as something which is over and 
done with—as what has existed, but is 
now dead. Such a conception of history 
is abhorrent to the Italian thinker. To 
him history is present reality. It exists 
in the actual present in the same way, to 
use words of Mr, Wildon Carr, in which 
the full reality of the individual past 
exists in the present moment of an in- 
dividual consciousness. The past is not 
an external condition of the present; it 
is not a cause which has ceased to exist 
except in so far as the present is its 
mechanical effect. To Croce history is 
present existence, and universal history 
is to reality what, in the individual, his 
own particular history is to the reality 
which he names self. The unrefiective 
man, it is true, conceives himself not as 
being history, but as having history. But 
our mind is not, in the judgment of the 
suthor, something outside its history. 
We are what we have been ; our history is 
our reality. The truth of this is hidden 
from us, however, in life, and we are the 
subjects of a persistent illusion. 

As we read these pages we become more 


convinced than ever that past, present, | 


and future are necessary parts of the con- 
ception of every actual activity or change 
or process of life. The past is acted—it 
is im that sense unalterable—but its 
determination is the present in which it 
acts. The past is an absolutely essential 
part of the present in the sense that, cut 
off from it, the Sr loses all meaning 
and content. e future is ually 
essential: it is yet undetermined—the 
actual possibility which is a necessary 
part of the concept of every present pro- 
cess or change. 

The first part of this valuable work is 
concerned thr t with the author’s 
conception of the relation of the past 
the present, and the future. His doctrine 
sounds, perhaps, abstract. There is, 
however, an air of concreteness about it, 
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hands, including Lord Robert Cecil and 
Lord Phillimore, and the whole book forms 
a document of great interest. Forty-one 
States were represented at the Assembly, 
and there were one hundred and five dele- 
ates.

mistic prognostications, showed itself a 
really effective body, with a principle of 
vigorous life in it. As Mr. Wilson Harris 
has said: “ The real achievement of the 
Assembly was to find itself. , + - 
It had welded itself before the con- 
ference was 4&3 , fortnight old into a 
single, cohesive, self-conscious instrument, 
confident of itself, convinced of having a 
mission to discharge, and resolute to dis- 
charge it.” 

As for decisions reached by the 
Assembly, the following may be men- 
tioned :—Albania, Austria, Bulgaria, Costa 
Rica, Finland, and Luxemburg have been 
admitted as members of the League. The 
applications of Armenia, Esthonia, 
Georgia, Latvia, and Lithuania have been 
adjourned—in the four latter cases owing 
to the situation in Russia. The famous 
Article X. which Canada proposed to 
eliminate from the Covenant hag been in- 
terpreted as follows:—‘ Article X. does 
not guarantee the territorial integrity of 
any member of the League. All it does 
is to condemn external aggression on the 
territorial integrity and political independ- 
ence of any member of the League, and it 
calls upon the Council to consider what 
can be done to resist such aggression.’ 
Proposals were adopted for the reduction 
of. armaments and a strict control of the 
traffic in arms. A scheme for a court of 
international justice was approved, and, 
twenty-two States having signed the 
protocol for ratification, the Court will 
now be brought into being. In the matter 
of the mandates a commission was created 
to keep an eye on the mandatory States so 
that they might not use their position to 
increase their military strength or exploit 
for themselves the resources of the man- 
dated .territory. Action was also taken 
by thé League in regard to the opium 
traffic, international health, freedom of 
communication and transit, the traffic in 
women and children, the epidemic of 
typhus, and certain economic problems 
such as the fair distribution of the world’s 
supply of raw materials. 

It will be seen that the Assembly had 
many matters of the first importance before 
it. That its path in the future will be 
smooth and easy is not to be expected. 
must contend with the jealousy of the 
Great Powers and the prid of the smaller 
Powers, who will be disposed to resent 
what may have the appearance of dictation 
by a super-State. The world must hope 
that the League will overcome these diffi- 
culties and will establish itself in the con- 
fidence of all peoples. If it fails, there is 
no alternative to the old blundering course 
of ignorant suspicion, national hatreds, 
and war.

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THE UNITED IRISHMEN. 

We have received the second and third 
numbers of Mr. Martin Lester's reprint 
of Madden's “United Irishmen.’’ The 
whole is to be completed in twenty--five 
monthly parts under the editorship of 
Mr. J. J. O'Neill, of University College, 
Dublin. Numbers 2 and 3 cover the 
veriod immediately preceding. the found- 
ing of the United Irishmen. They give 
an account of the origin and activities of 
various societies and clubs in Ireland, 
some secret, some public, but all more or 
less revolutionary, or at least hostile to 
the Government, such as the Peep-of-Day 
Boys, Wreckers, Defenders, Right Boys, 
the Northern Whig Club, and, in particu- 
lar, that remarkable movement which 
resulted in the formation of the powerful 
citizen army known to fame as the 
Volunteers. The main strength of this 
movement was in the North, but other 
parts of Ireland, and especially Dublin, 
saw the armed might of the Volunteers 
in its streets. 

Madden's account of the sudden decline 
and dissdlution of this powerful body 
may be accepted as pretty near the truth. 
Its aristocratic leaders began to be seized 
with apprehensions of what the monster 
might do. The Volunteers themselves, 
composed of Protestants and Roman 
Catholics, lost the confidence and unity 
and cohesion which are the very basis 
of power as soon as sectarian fears and 
hatreds infected their ranks. Thus a 
movement which at first embraced men of 
all ranks and creeds, was both flattered 
and feared by Governments, and might 
have hastened by many years man 
social and political reforms in ed 
perished máilisiy and ignobly. The pre 
sent edition of Madden’s work is illus- 
trated by photographs and facsimiles of 
old documents, and “will include a certain 
amount of new material.
